and play rooms, and tho third floor will 
contain the dormitories, chapel and lava- 
tory.

room, and a tower which will grace

by the belfry and a huge water tank.

; ings, will make 
the 
building

What an 
Ohio Alan Think* 


of'the Prospect.

Angeles was Mr. James Kverett, of Onio, 
who for a number of years past has been 
engaged 
in raising small fruits for the 


Cincinnati market. 
His visit to this part 


of the Stale was for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether or not there 
was a field 


hero for the samo line of business. 
In 


conversation 
with a 
Herald rc;>orter, 


last Monday, Mr. Kverett 
said that he 


had visited many localilios in the 
(state 


nnd he had found none that he thought 
so favorable 
for 
small 
fruits 
as 
this 


county. 
"In fact," said he, 
"1 have 


seen 
very few 
pieces of ground ivLoft 
Angeles 
county 
but 
might 
be 
used 
for 
small 
fruit 
culture 
with great 
profit. 
.Small fruits, 
according 
to my 


experience willgive a 
greater 
profit for 


a small outlay than any other agricul- 
tural product. 
I have cleired fifty per 


cent, more money insmall fruits inOhio 
than 
on wheat, 
corn, potatoes, 
or any- 


thing else I have tried. 
Thero wo have 


but one crop a year, and tho 
prices 
we 
obtain are not very largo, and if I on 
make small fruit profitable 
there, I do 


not see why 1 cannot make it more so 
here, where some fruits can be made to 
give monthly returns. 
Since I have been 


here Ihave seen strawberry plants which 
bore new fruit every month. I have seen 
raspberry 
bushes 
that 
boie 
tbe year 


around, 
and I have seen fig trees 
that 
gave 
three 
full crops 
each 
year. 
Will 
you tell me why the production of these 
three fruits will not put money inmy 
pocket?" 


The reporter 
could 
not 
answer this 


question, so he asked 
Mr. Everett why 
he thought Southern 
California the best 
place for these fruits. 


Mr. 
Everett 
replied, 
"While in the 
northern part of the State the past, winter 
I saw everywhere, frost that would inter- 
fere 
with the 
growth of 
small fruit. 


There is no denying the fact that frost is 
good 
for some 
kinds of fruit, peaches 
and apples, for instance; 
but inthe case 
of strawberries, 
raspberries 
and 
figs, 
frost 
has a deteriorating 
effect 
both on 
the flavor and quality of the fruit. Then, 
while North, I noticed 
that there was A 


great deal of fog. 
It did not make any 
difference 
how far inland I was, the fog 
was there also. 
Of course 
there were 
some few sheltered 
spots where the fog 
seldom 
came, 
but 
these 
were 
very 


few. 
Every one 
knows 
that fog 
at 
the 
wrong tims 
has a bad effect 
on 
small fruit, and 
in this part of the 
State 
1 have not seen enough fog to injure 
the most delicate kind of fruit. Tbe only 
drawback I see to the successful 
raising 
of small fruit in this part of the State 
is 
the lack of water, and from what Ihave 
observed, I think itwillnot be long until 
every acre of ground in the county will 
have enough and to spare cf this "neces- 
sary 
fluid. It can 
be 
developed 
or 
brought to the surface 
anywhere in the 
the county, and the fruit grower can now 
find plenty of unoccupied ground withan 
abundance 
of water. 
Strawberries 
in 
particular require in this climate a good 
deal of water, and thisfruit I consider to 
be Ihe most profitable. 
It is a 
won- 
der 
to me, 
now that I have 
looked 


over 
the 
ground, 
that 
there 
are 
so few who go into raising strawberries 
on a large scale. 
Tbe 
market 
price is 
high all the year round 
and even ifit 


grows low with over supply thisfruitin 
its preserved 
state brin.'S high prices in 
the Eastern 
States. 
It is true that the 
gathering 
of the crops 
is rather expen- 
sive as compared 
tosome others but the 
average 
prices 
are so much higher that 
this makes no difference." 


"Cherries ? 
I see no reason why cher- 
ries cannot lie raised inLos Angeles coun- 
ty as well as up north. 
I see that most 
of your cherries come from the north and 
I think that itis 
strange 
that more of 
this fruit is not raised 
here, especially 
when 
the 
prices 
are 
so 
favor- 
able 
for 
the 
producer. 
California 
seems to he particularly favorable for the 
cherry. 
I have never seen in the East 
so many choice 
cherries 
ss I have seen 
in California, and 
that 
they 
range in 
price from cix to twelvecents per pound 
is wonderful to me. 
Anorchard of cherry 


trees withsuch prices is a better fortune 
for a man than a gold mine with its un- 
certainties. 
I am told that a prodncer 


can obtain fMper ton for figs. 
With an 


orchard that willproduce three 
crops 
a 
year, no person could want for much of 
this world's comforts that he 
could not 
purchase 
with his 
profits. 
1 think I 


shall sell out myfarm inOhio and settle 
inI.OS Ange'es 
county. 
Ishall probably 
purchase a fifty-acre ranch close to town, 


Sand in five years I will be sufficiently 
)well off to enable me to live at my eaee 
Iand simply supervise things the rest 
of 


my life.'
